store, your mode of 
transportation, the 
origin of the product, 
the time of day, the 
climate in which you 
are shopping, and ... 
the list goes on. 

What’s best, many 
experts say, is to walk 
or bike to a nearby 
store, buy locally 
sourced items made 
from eco-friendly ma- 
terials and then walk 
or pedal them home- 
feeling incredibly cold 
but virtuous. 



Which is better for the 
environment: an artifi- 
cial tree or a real tree? 

Last year, a Montreal- 
based sustainability 
consulting firm com- 
missioned a life-cycle 
analysis of both types of 
trees and found that the 
purchase of an average 
real tree generates 3.1 ki- 
lograms of heat-trapping 
carbon dioxide and that 
an artificial tree gener- 
ates 48.3 kilograms over 
its lifetime. 

Because most people 
use their artificial tree for 
an average of six years, 
that puts a real tree in 
the winner’s corner. 

But there are caveats. 
Artificial trees will win 
out if the consumer 
drives more than nine 
miles to purchase a real 
tree or re-uses an artifi- 
cial tree for more than 
20 years.

Although big, old-fashioned holiday bulbs can look cool and vintagey, miniature 
lights use about 70 percent less energy. And switching to LED bulbs can save you 
up to 90 percent on your energy costs compared with the big bulbs. LED bulbs 
also don’t get hot, which makes them less of a safety hazard. 

Another way to cut energy use is to get a timer for your lights so you don’t ac- 
cidentally leave them on all day when no one can see them. 



What’s the most environmentally friendly way to 
clear snow? 

Good old-fashioned shoveling with a tool you already 
own is your greenest option, but many don’t have the 
time or strength to tackle all of their snow removal 
this way. For bigger jobs, many consumer and green 
advocates have endorsed a relatively new inven- 
tion called the snow Wovel-a hand-pushed com- 
bination wheelbarrow and shovel that takes the 
strain off the back and has none of the gas us- 
age, noise and emissions problems associat- 
ed with snowblowers.

Will Elston growth 
lead to bus route? 

If two Chicago aldermen have their wa^ 
the CTA would be the next to do busi- 
ness on the busy Elston Avenue corridor 
in Logan Square. 

Aid. Proco “Joe” Moreno (ist) said he 
and Aid. Scott Waguespack (32nd) have 
expressed interest in bringing CTA bus 
service to Elston Avenue, which features 
big-box stores including Target and 
Home Depot. 

“There’s definite need,” Moreno 
said when Going Public asked about a 
potential bus line in the area. “That area’s 
blossomed over the last seven to eight 
years.” 

The area is expected to see even more 
growth in the next year. The city plan- 
ning commission last week approved a 
Logan Square Chick-fil-Ain the 2500 block of North Elston Avenue. 
Meanwhile, Wal-Mart is considering opening a location nearby, ac- 
cording to news reports. 

The thoroughfare already is served by buses on Damen, Fullerton, 
Western and Diversey avenues— but there is no dropoff service on 
Elston Avenue. The CTA had an Elston bus, the No. 41 Elston/ 
Clybourn bus, but it was axed in 1997 because of low ridership. 

Despite intervention from City Hall, the outlook is not good for an 
Elston bus. In 2008 the RTA board, which oversees the CTA’s bind- 
ing, approved $2.1 million in federal funding for a route connecting 
the Chicago Red Line stop to the Logan Square Blue Line stop. 

A CTA spokeswoman said the agency can’t come up with the 
$2.1 million in matching funds, so there are no plans to restore bus 
service along the Clybourn/Elston corridor. 

Moreno suggested shifting resources to pay for this service. 

“There are other bus lines that are being underused that could be 
used on Elston Avenue,” Moreno said. “{A lack of bus service] makes 
people want to get in cars and that’s not what we want people to do.” 

Moreno said he sees the Elston strip, which is popular among 
cyclists, mirroring the delicate balancing act of buses, bicycles and 
cars along the stretch of nearby Milwaukee Avenue that runs through 
Wicker Park.

it swings through the south, but it is cer- 
tain that it will be a “major snow maker 
for somewhere here in the central U.S.,” 
National Weather Center meteorologist 
Kevin Birk said. 

“Really anybody that’s planning trav- 
el anywhere across the central U.S. for 
Christmas Eve should stay tuned to the 
latest forecast because even if it doesn’t 
hit Chicago, it’s going to snow some- 
where,” Birk said. 

That could create a domino effect 
throughout the region, affecting flights

and road conditions, experts said. Even 
the threat of severe weather can cause 
delays or cancellations at the airport and 
jam up the roads. 

Some airlines, such as United Airlines 
and American Airlines, offer travel waiv- 
ers if it’s predicted that weather is going 
bring travel to a halt. 

“Travelers who are on flights that have 
been canceled can change without pen- 
alty,” American Airlines spokeswoman 
Mary Frances Fagan said. 

Just this week, people headed to Eu- 
rope are being offered those waivers after 
severe winter weather froze travel there. 

If a flight is disrupted by weather, some 
airlines will try to rebook customers to 
the next available flight. Gaines suggests 
traveling with just a carry-on bag, so that 
in the event of flight changes, your bag 
makes it with you to your final destina- 
tion. 


Questions 
remain after 
student death

Chicago Public Schools sent grief counsel- 
ors to Edison Regional Gifted Center on 
Monday after the death of a seventh-grader 
who had an allergic reaction to food she ate 
at school. 

Katelyn Carlson, 13, of Sauganash, was 
rushed from the Albany Park school at 
4929 N. Sawyer Ave. to Swedish Covenant 
Hospital on Friday and transferred to Chil- 
dren’s Memorial Hospital, where she died 
of anaphylaxis, a severe reaction to a food 
allergy according to Chicago Fire Depart- 
ment officials and the Cook County medi- 
cal examiner’s office. 

CPS officials said they were conduct- 
ing an investigation and could not provide 
details. Two parents of other students said 
they had been told by school officials that 
Carlson had a severe allergic reaction to 
peanut oil from Chinese food ordered from 
a restaurant for a class party 

Matthew Akinrinade, whose daughter 
was a classmate and close friend of Carl- 
son’s since kindergarten, said his daughter 
also has a peanut allergy and assured him 
earlier last week that a teacher had called 
the restaurant several times to make sure 
peanuts would not be used in the food. 
Akinrinade said his daughter did not have 
a reaction to the food Friday, but she 
saw that Carlson was having trouble 
breathing. 

Several Edison parents Monday called for 
schools to ban peanuts in any form and for 
classrooms to be equipped with EpiPens, a 
medical device used to inject a dose of epi- 
nephrine to treat allergic reactions. 


Boys plead guilty 
in assault on senior citizen 

A 12-year-old boy shot by a 68-year-old 
South Shore woman after he threw bricks at 
her last fall— as well as his 13-year-old friend 
who also took part in the assault-pleaded 
guilty Monday to misdemeanor charges in 
Cook County Juvenile Court. 

Prosecutors dropped two felony charges 
of aggravated battery and additional misde- 
meanor charges. The judge said he expects 
to sentence them to probation next month. 

The victim, Margaret Matthews, told re- 
porters after the hearing that she did not 
want either child to be incarcerated but be- 
lieves probation is too lenient and hopes the 
judge will impose more intense monitoring 
requirements, tribune

The group, made up of grandmothers, 
mothers, sorority sisters and professionals, 
works in Chicago’s grittiest neighborhoods. 
They participate in activities such as rallying 
in front of the Chicago police headquarters 
praying with the mother of a gunshot victim 
or coming to the aid of an elderly woman be- 
ing harassed by neighborhood boys.

The chanting could be heard from the bottom 
of the escalator lifting the stampede of Red 
Line commuters up into the cold evening. 

“Stop the violence! Break the silence!” the 
women yelled, their voices echoing around 
the 95th Street station, each chant punctu- 
ated with puffs of breath. 

“What do we want? Peace! When do we 
want it? Now!” 

Some polite rush-hour commuters stopped 
Monday to look at the fliers the women 
passed out; a few stopped to talk. But the 15 
or so women who call themselves the Debo- 
rah Sisters weren’t worried about how many 
people they reached— it was who stopped 
that mattered. 

The Deborahs— pronounced deh-BOHR- 
ahs— are on a mission to save their neighbor- 
hoods, one troubled soul at a time. The all- 
women’s group that formed earlier this year 
has charged into the traditionally male-dom- 
inated world of crime fighting, employing a 


feminine touch as a means to rein in violence, 
rescue youths and rebuild communities. 

“There is hope,” said Dernice Canty 65, a 
bright smile on her face after she had a brief 
but poignant conversation with a teen as he 
left the “E’ station Monday “That energized 
me. Em going to continue to walk the streets.” 

She pointed at the women with “I Am Deb- 
orah” emblazoned across their T-shirts. 

“Behind them.”

Would you eat ‘humane’? 


American shoppers face a dizzying array of 
labels in the aisles of their grocery stores, 
most designed to help them make healthy 
choices. Soon they’ll see yet another 
label— this one concerning the health of 
animals in the food chain. 

“There’s organic, there’s fair trade, but 
‘humane’ is the next big thing,” said Phil 
Lempert, a supermarket and consumer 
behavior analyst. “We ask shoppers what 
they’re looking for, and that’s what they’re 
telling us.” 

The increasing consumer demand, 
though, already has touched off a contro- 
versy over labeling standards for meat and 
eggs— and has resulted in charges that 
some producers have misrepresented their 
products and practices. 


CONSUMER DEMAND 

A study by the Chicago-based food 
industry research firm Technomic re- 
vealed that well over half of consum- 
ers believe animal welfare is among 
the most important social issues in the 
food business. A survey financed by the 
American Farm Bureau showed that 89 
percent of consumers believe that com- 
panies that require farmers to improve 
animal care “are doing the right thing.” 


The process of crafting clear and mean- 
ingful standards, Lempert said, could get 
contentious. “It’s going to be very politi- 
cal,” he said. “I also think it’s going to be 
much more expensive. It might increase 
prices 20, 30, 40, 50 percent. But you’ve got

people who will pay more for the label.” 

Three major supermarket chains— 
Whole Foods, Supervalu and Safeway— 
have pledged to boost their animal welfare 
standards and to inform shoppers about 
their efforts with new labels and signs. 

The Global Animal Partnership is one 
of a handful of humane-certification pro- 
grams, adding to a confusing label land- 
scape. Because there’s no government stan- 
dard for “humane,” companies are free to 
classify products by their own definition. 

“These are industry attempts to es- 
sentially put a label on a product to give 
consumers a false assurance that the ani- 
mals are well-treated,” said Paul Shapiro, a 
spokesman for the Humane Society of the 
United States. 

Colombian 
military rolls 
out Operation 
Christmas’ 

This holiday season, the Colom- 
bian military is trying a unique 
angle to get guerrillas to lay down their 
arms: It is creating Christmas trees 
deep in the jungle in hopes the holiday 
spirit will tug the rebels back home. 

The first tree of “Operation Christ- 
mas” was decorated in the jungle of 
southern Colombia, the military said. 

Two units in two Blackhawk heli- 
copters dropped in on a supply path 
that the guerrillas are known to use 
and picked an 82-foot tree to decorate 
with sparkling blue lights. 

The tree was rigged with a sensor 
that will turn the lights on when some- 
one walks by A banner next to it says, 
“If Christmas can come to the jungle, 
you too can come home. Demobilize. 
At Christmas, everything is possible.”

GAME: Early Monday, Favre was upgraded to questionable.

Then he wasn’t, after Corey Wootton threw Favre 
to the turf, slamming his shoulder and head to the frozen field. 
Favre didn’t return. Of course, ESPN wondered if it was the last 
time we’d ever see him play. Webb was mostly ineffective in 
relief, though he showed promise. 


THE WEATHER

Taj Gibson missed 
Bulls practice Monday 
because of the afteref- 
fects of the concussion 
he suffered in Satur- 
day’s loss to the L.A.

6 tummy-pleasing classics 
for your cold-weather chow list

Sorry, salad. As temperatures drop, we’re craving hearty but- 
tery high-calorie cuisine. From meat-filled pies to gooey 
mac ’n’ cheese, these restaurants and bars put together some 
creative takes on comfort food favorites. We’ve got a good 
six months before bathing suit season starts, so bring on the 
bread pudding. 

Pigs in a blanket at The Red Canary 

695 N. Milwaukee Ave. 312-846-1475 

A new dinner menu by Neal Harper (called “chef de comfort” 
by staff) includes Vienna beef mini-dogs wrapped in home- 
made pastry dough ($3), PB&J bites ($2) and other snack-size 
American classics. This River West restaurant and lounge also 
serves a Texas toast grilled cheese with smoked gouda and 
tomato soup ($10). For a sweet finish, try the apple pie with 
homemade caramel ice cream ($7). 

Meat pie at Owen & Engine 

2700 N. Western Ave. 773-235-2930 

At this British-inspired Logan Square pub, the protein used 
in the popular meat pie ($8) changes frequently: Selections 
range from a turnover-like Cornish pasty to an open-faced 
rabbit confit pie with rutabaga and potato. “What’s not great 
about braised meat in a pie crust?” co-owner Bo Fowler asks. 
Pork lard makes the crust lusciously flaky, while a dose of but- 
ter gives it extra flavor. Pie accompaniments change often too, 
ranging from cherry chutney to arugula salad. 



Fried chicken sandwich at The Southern

Because The Southern’s hearty fried chicken takes some 
time to prepare (it soaks in buttermilk and spices for 
12-24 hours before cooking), it’s usually served only on 
Wednesday and Sunday nights as a full dinner ($14) with bis- 
cuits made from executive chef Cary Taylor’s mother’s reci- 
pe. To please its poultry-loving patrons all week, the Wicker 
Park eatery added a fried chicken sandwich served with 
mashed potatoes ($12) to its everyday menu. “Fried chicken 
has [a sense of] nostalgia to it,” Taylor says. “It’s something 
your grandmother used to make.” 

Bread pudding at Le Fleur de Lis

The Creole-style bread pudding ($4) at this Bronzeville 
eatery goes back to co-owner Allen Rochelle’s roots. Dur- 
ing his childhood in Louisiana, his family used to cook it 
up on Sundays and holidays. The decadent mix of bread 
cubes, sugar, raisins, walnuts, amaretto and Grand Marnier 
is topped with powdered sugar, rum sauce and a strawberry

The seasonal menu at this downtown eatery includes flavor- 
ful Midwestern fare such as root vegetable casserole ($18) 
made with rutabaga, turnips and smoked gouda and cooked 
in a cast iron pot. Can’t imagine your comfort food without 
meat? Warm up with the pot roast ($25), a slow-roasted com- 
bo of celery root, chanterelles, carrots and red wine, and a 
side of butternut squash gratin with goat cheese and sage ($7).

The menu at this burger-centric bar and grill also includes a 
create-your-own macaroni and cheese section. Customize 
yours with add-ons such as Italian sausage, bacon or caramel- 
ized onions ($7 half-order, $12 full order). “[Mac and cheese] 
is something that everybody loves from their childhood,” 
owner Rudy Malnati Jr. says. “It never gets old.”
